common welths of all Chriſtendome : _

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rill that tyme, thorgugh owt all Europe, 
ſpeciallie in England from $. Avguſtines 
comming hither: this queſtion , was never 
mayd, nor propoled either inthe (chooles, 
or courts of common Jawe, 

Anno 1415, Martin Luther, an Auguſtin 
Friar, (a man of a turbulent ſpirit, learned, 
and yet no famous Clark , ) was the firſt, 
that broke this long ahd ſetled peace ; who 
hauing interpoſed byin ſelf in that fatall 
buficnes of the Indulgences, (ſent by Pope 
Leo the tenth intoGetmanie) not opts 
PR——_ to hym ; but as a proctor for 
the order;he begonn fix(t ro inuaigh againſt 
the iniorie doone to his fraternine, againſt 
the abuſes and couctauines of the collec- 
tors, and againſt ther authoritie which ded 
nominate them , and required (ſuch aleuic 
of mooine , in that nature, This wasa po- 
pular, and plaubble ihtrodu@ion, to win 
the vulgar fort, who! can not endure the 

reſſure of extraordiparie contributions; 
and alwaies hate, therapine of ſuch col- 
IeQors. And therfor he quixlic fownd ma- 
nie fauorers : but much more, whenhe be- 
gan to exclaym againſt the ambition of 


prelats, the nor and diſorders of religious” 


men ; taxing ſome for tyrannie , tome 
for auarice , ſome for idlenes and igno- 
ranc , and all for corruption and abuſes. 

Thus

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Thus he Rood in armes, and as a challen 
for a few yeacres , onelic againſt the defects 
of the cleargie,and with owt much dainger, 
for diners good men conceaned at firſt, 
that he had onelie intended and ſought re- 
formation of dilorders , renouation of dif. 
cipline , punishmenc of icregularicie, and 
amendement of lyte. And thag not with 
owt ſomme cawle, tho withowe good ar= 
der. For $. Hildegardis, had torerould, a 
ſtorme to the charch for ther finnes: $a- 
vonarolaa Dominican had wakened lealie, 
with prediQtions of recror - friar Thomas 
of Guien, prophecied, ave, vs,a (courge, 
a deſolation to Bourdeaur, an inundation 
of nilecie, to France andthe world. 

So then after thit Luther ded fynd, 
populo placere quas feciſſer fabular, (as nouecliie 
is cuec at firſt wel entertained in the world, 
and chat the people applauded iis agions 
and deſſcins, and that manie of the beſt 
wits ( ſpeciallie thoſe, that wear bred and 
framed in Eraſmus his ſchool, wear incli+ 
ned to ſecond hym : and perceauing alſo, 
thac ſome of the greateſt Princes in Ger- 
maine, ded geue hym both hearing and 
harting , in his proceadings: "The vayne 
glorie thereof, railed the ambitious con» 
ceipt of hym ſelf, manie (tcaynes hygher 
then he; was indead; all men mn 
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hym, who wear tickled with new fancies 
and conceipts, (which [yde alwaies carrieth 
molt yvoyces: ) tor natures moſt affeted to 
lewrie and chainge, ar beſt pleaſed with in-+ 
nouations, Therupon, as a man ſick in his 
ſpirits, and of « fierie diſeaſe, he begonn to 
rauc, and defame all church gouerncment. 
He abondaned his cloyſter, caſt of his ha- 
bir, and renounced all obedienc to his ſu- 
periors. For now he preacheth againſt the 
whole cleargic, againſt the tyrannie and 
ſuperioritie of the Bushop of Roome(whoz 
ſe authoritie in mattets ecclefia ſticai , was 
then generallie holden for ſacred) : per- 
iwading the people,not co render anie obe- 
dienc to them. The Pope he tearmed Sa- 
—_— papam, mefſer Afino: the Prela- 
tes, he called blind ghides; the religious, 
Porco:,and candles let vnder 2 bushe!: thus 
ſ{eaking non purgare abuſu:, ſediollere ordmem; 
Triicunm cum Lixartio euellere indebat. And 
why , ded he preach ſuch homelies to the 
ople> Bycaule, ſo thould they {{ayd he) 
Ra line in darknes, and in the shadow of 
death, with owt the light of the goſpel: and 
be fed, and mifled benckh guides, and 
dric nurces, and ſtil remain in Xgipt (the 
howſe of bondage ) and in the capriuitie 
of Babilon, Thus Prologue, mayd atten= 
tiue auditors, by a fayte showe and my 
; ce 
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ſe of great matters : then he the 
Tragedie, ated with incredible fedition 
and inlolencie, His whole ſtudie was now 
to demolish the walls of the church, and 
abolish ail eccleſiaſtical orders: and ſo (by 
participation) ro shake the verrie tounda- 
tions of the (tate. 

In this humor, he fed hym ſelf, with 

reat hopes, to conquer the world with the 
word of the (pirit; and to (ubdew the Po 
(whome he was the firſt that affirmed to bh 
ab(olucelie, Antichnſt, the man of perdi- 
tion, and inſ1gnis pre ſtigiator, ) 

And the rather bycaule now 1519, Maxi- 
milan the emperor was latelie dead, (who- 
le power, aud wiſedome, he had great caw- 
ſe, and worthihe, to teare): and Charles 
the fifth, was choſen to luccead hym ( s 
yong Prince not tvventie yeares of age) 
vrhome he hoped to perſvvade, to ruine 
the Papaltic, to Keap his court at Roome, 
and maik the caltl of St, Angelo ſubiet ro 
his commands, And then he dreamed, that 
he might eaſilie reforme the church and 
calt it in a nevv mould. Speciallie bein 
aſlured, to hane the Duke of Saxonie, ol 
lohn Frederic the eleRor, his (ecret frend 
#::4 patron: who tor his riches, ſtrenth, al- 
lianc, arfd abilities, was farr ſuperior to anic 


Prince iu the empyre, 
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© :341% and wwdg vopartiallie\, whether it was mo» 


ths Ci 
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dclt and dewrtifu!l, or ſeditious and arro- 
gant. Firſt he proclaymes open warr againſt 
the Bushops of Germanie , endeuorivg to 
lupprefle cher authoritie, abrogate ther 11« 
riidiftion, and maik them odious and con- 
rempt:ble to the world, T hertor in his 
booke, contra Statums. Ecclefie, & aduerſns 
falonomma! nn ordmens Epiſcoporum: cmong 
his works printed at Leha,tom. 2. Latin. He 
ſcnds owt his bull, againſt'rhe fayd Bul- 
hops in thele wores, Antendite vobis Ep (con 
rum Tmbre, Dofloy L.mtherus , walt wobis 
bu.'am, & edil/um legere, non valde teneru ve- 
firis awnibus placiunram\, His lefture was 
worth the hearing. Fir he vſeth an exhor- 
tation : Secondhlic, he geues direction what 
the godlie auditors should doe: and laſ(tlic 
his benediction, andthe ble(Fng wich shall 
tollow, by obeying his cownlell, And this 
was his graue and mod eſt counſel, Omne,, 
GK 1 we opens ferant, bona, famans @G© [argue 
67 148 vos 1mpendunt, honoremque ſuum m hoc 
exponentes, ws 11 Epiſcopatns Pompatici dewa-

which paradox I am afſuced the Lord Bul- 
hopes in England , will got allow : nor pa- 
troniſe ſuch ſeditious proceading , tor ther 
own lafetic, and ther Batonmies. 


But hear he ſtayed not;he proceaded vas 
| ener; 
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ther : He cook vpon hym to deface 
and burn, the Canon Lawes, Indulgences, 
and bulles of Popes, at wittenberg, Yf yow 
ask, Quo warranto? he ded that, by his own 
authontie ; his own priuace ſpirit, was his 
commiſſion. And the pretenc of the goſ- 
pell, was his Apologie. Butwas that a ſufh- 
cient warrant? Though moſt of the Canon 
Lawes , wear the conſticutions of Popes, 
(whome he now both contemned,and con- 
demned - ) yet ſome wear decreed 
prouinciall Synodes , ſome by generall 
counlells, and all 'of them wear ratified, bo- 
the by preſcription , generall approbation 
of that contrie, and the Imperial Lawes.

tious principls, the people begonn to riſe, 
and commirt ryorts : each man was a drom 
to an other, each man ded ſtrike an ala- 
rum,to root owt (o corruptacleargie, and 
to depole ſo vnworthie princes, The Boyr- 
res and paiſants of all parts of Germanee, 
runn accoding to the byas ofthe tyme, and 
mayd a generall in{urretion. Firft in Swa- 
ben, Then in Franconia, after in Alſatia, 
and in divers imperiall townes.

N erther can yow think iuſtlie , that all 
(who ded rife with Muncer and cauled che 
tumules after wear onehie Anabapriſts : tor 
what was F: ices Sicking, and his fellowers? 
Lutherans. What wea chole of Franktorr, 
M entz, and Coolen*- Lutherans. 

The Bowers allo, vied for ther defenc, 
Luthers Homelies,and ſermons: they wear 
al! for ret-»rmation,and novelne:ali againſt 
the Church of Roome, and ther own Buſe 
hops: all for Libernie:and the: watchword, 
was vina! Emangrimm , as yt ithad bean, a 
feald fough for religion, and th- Church. 

And this confirms me {trongl1e againſt 
Luchers preſumptuons intention, to abro- 
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gate all lawes ; bycauſe he took vpon hym, 
to enat new lawes in diſgrace of the ould, 
as yt he had bean the head of the Church, 
and Chriſts vicegerent. For after he had 
burned the Popes Canons, and abolished 
the Maſl: he mayd anew form of the Maile 
hym ſelf; and ded inlftirute new ceremonies 
propriaawtboritaze , which betore he denied 
that the Pope could doe.

That (o by harelie and tyrannie , he 
might awake the world, reuiue deuotion, 
and be a mean to punish finn, and purge ill 
humors, ( which could not but a hitl inte 
the natural bodies of the vifible church, at- 
ter{o maine hundred yeares , of peace and 
plenae. ) 

It may be,that he fownd the lights in the 
church burning ſome what coo diam, Yet 
tho he ded inuft it , he had no power 
cither to put owt the candl,or remooue the 
candiſtick. For hzrelies doe oft geue, fire 
occaligs,to ſtirr vp the churchmen ro more 
dilcipline : to open and explainthe fenc of 
(criprure: and to exerciſe the patienc, wile- 
dome, and pietic of the Church. 

And io Lucher may be (ayd to have pre- 
ſerucd religion , as the Romans layd, that 
Axſeres ſernal ant capus linens. 

Burt of t uthcr, and Elias, his vocation 
and Apoſtleship ; I shall haye accalion

f onters of Saxonie ) onelie for Ton own 
d.tenc, and the maintenanc of ther reli- 
gion and liberties, (for bothe of theſe ioyn- 
tly ar now mayd the viual cloke, of con(- 
piracies) againſt all men , thatshould inva- 
de, and leak to perſequute them, ( Andin 
this Icague weare comprehended the Duke 
of \Virteberg and divers mperiall tovnes.) 
The which league, was again renewed 
at Frankfort ; and confirmed with generall 
and tolemn proteſtation, ( vvhearupon 
thereand at Auſpurgh the name of Prote- 
Banrs, was derined originallie,) _ 
Afzer that, anno 1536, fearing leaſt the 
Emperor should excher preucat, or circum-

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vent them, they prepared ro come into

The Covnt Palatine, leuied rwo hun- 
dred horſe for them, ( but wilelier revoked 
them , being on the vvaye:) the Dukeot 
Bruntvvig and his ſonnes, the Duke of Lu- 
nevburgh.che yong Marques of Baden,the 
Princ D*Anhalt, the Counts of Furſten- 
berghand Mansfcald , ioyned vvith them, 
in pcrion and povver. 

Soas the armie cont»yned abovvt thre- 
skore and ten thovviand men'( vrheareot 
ther vvas 7706. horſe, ) and 112, Can- 
nons and feald peaces, vvith infinite proui- 
lon, and almoſt the hope ofan aſſured vic» 
torie, 

The eyes of all princes , vvear fixed 
vpon this action : and all.Germamie trem=- 
bled, expecting the event, and ſucceſs of 
this great armie, ( prepared to ſyvallovy vp 
the Emperor , vvho had onelie king Ferdi- 
nand, the Duke of Bauier, and the Duke 
of Cleave, aflurcdro hym:;) (for tho Duke 
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Maurice ded follovv, the Emperor, yet 
vvas he ſonn in lavy toche Landigraue, and 
might be tuſpeted allo for his religion, )

impercinent, the event vvasehis, 

The Emperoc ( for all this huge prepa- 
ration, ) became maiſter of the fcald and 
Conqueroc : the vv eralls ( a rare ac- 
,cident) vvear botheraken priloners, and 
ther armie defeated. ? | 

The Duke of Saxonic { an honorable 
man ) and much pittied , had his lyfe 
_ , acid conniuenc tor his religion but 

is impregnabie fort of Gotha vvas De- 
molished , and the eleorate-and the lands 
therto belonging , vvear beſtovved by the 
Emperor vpon Duke Mocrrice.) 

"The hke mercie for his lyte, vvas sho- 
vved to the 'Landſgrave, The Duke of 
Wictenbergh( for ryvo hundred thovyiand 
Duckets, )and.he [mpenal tovvnes, vpon 
ther petition and ſubmiſſhon, by the me- 
diation of Angels and Duckets , lollicited 
and mayd ther peace vvith the Emperor. 

And ſo by the promdenc of God, and

The world might iudge Czfar a verrie 
ſimplPrince,yt hewowld either haue chan. 
ged kis religion or tollerated theirs, vpon 
the bare credit, of Luthers priuat * ſpirit 
and opinion, or vponthe proteſtation of 
the Confzderates. 

For think row them c&petent Iudges of 
the Cleargie; or to decyde what should be 
receaued in the Empyre, for trew religion? 

Can religion lawtullie , and a be 
changed , by temporal magiſtrates one- 
lie? and when neither a general counte}, 
nor a national councel hath decreed it , nor 
annie Imperial Dyet, haith eſtablished it? 
May enerrie eleQor or prince, frame for 
his prouinc by law , a religion of a new 
Cutt, withowr the conſent of the Empe- 
ror and the (tates? Gene tne an initanc, 
Show a preſident, when amie ſuch innoua- 
tion was mayd in the Empyre , vithowt 


an Imperial Dyet ; orcls asther taking at- 
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mes was withowt Juſtice, ſo ther quarrel is 
withevvc lavvtull grovvnd. Further more, 
vvas it lavvfull tor the Confederates, to 
coyne a nevv religis and taik armes for the 
detenc of thats and vvas it not more lavvyful 
tor che Emperor to defend the old recea- 
ved religion, and to reform them? 

The Rodiks took armes vpon the ſame 
pretenc , for religion apd libertie : and yer 
the Confederates, vvith ther ovvn forces, 
and vvith great iuſtice and honor ded ſub- 
devv the Bovvers. why then might not 
Czlar compell the leaguers to exercile the 
religion eſtablished, vvith a (2:ou/que, and 
to obey the lavves not abrogated, and keap 
the peac of the comman vvelth, vvithovvr 
diſturbance? For the degree and dignitie 
of the perions : doth not maik the ſame 
cale a 

But they obie that Czſar intended and 
plotted ro Deſtroye them, and ther hiber- 
nies, torreligion, and ther for they vvear 
torced to taik armes. weigh this vvell and 
yovy $hal (ce it vvanteth vveight. It vvas 
lucche 1nexcuſable for Defendants, to levie 
and lead an armie into the feald againſt 
Czlar, vvho vvas not inthe feald againſt 
them, nor had anie forces readie along ty» 
me after, They marched to beſeag the 
Emperor, and ded Driuc hym to fortifie 
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hym ſelf, and come into the feald vvith a 
handfull of men; and chen vvith great fu. 
rie ſet ypon his camp, vvho had mucha 
doe, to Defend hym ſclt: tac from offen- 
ding them. * 

Bur the Emperor 'faith D. Bilſon) is not 
to be obeyed by the ſtates, vvith abiolure 
obedienc; for they ar his ſubie&s, bur ex 
condutione, So then he makech Cziar Em- 
peror, but ex conduione, And yt maiſter 
Bilſon meaneth thei by to charge Czlar as 
the Hollanders ded the king of Spayne,) 
vvith the oath taken at his coronation, to 
oblerue ther lavves , and defcnd ther aber- 
ties : and (o taik that for a condition : the 
hke oaths craken, by all kings and princes 
Sweceſſine, as vvel as Eletime, And yt yovy 
haue deviſed atrick ro vnking them,vvhen 
yovv think they pertorme noc punctuallie, 
each article of ther oaths - ſarehi yovv 
then may be1uſthe tearmed a moſt learned 
Door, to maik nulnics, And yet | chink, 
yt anie man preach this doctrine at Povv- 
les Crofle, he haith great luck, yf he ani- 
vvernot forit, at Towrce hill, 

Bur I vvil leaue skicmishes, and come 
tothe maine poynt. It may iultlie be afhr- 
med, that Czar ded oblerue the lavve: 
and that the leaguers ded violate both the 
lavves , and hberties of Germanie. For 
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vyhat prince ſo euer ſtands relns in (wris, 
and haithe the —— to back and 
vvarrant hym ; muſFneads be indged to 
hold a better and lavvfull plea, then ſubs 
iefts armed againſt ther prince vvith priuat 
opinions onehlie, novelties, and an Alcho« 
ran of ther ovvn making. 

Bur atthat tyme, by lavve, Czfar vvas 
bovvnd rather to, banish ard extirpate Lu- 
theraniſme , then to tollerate the ſame: for 
ytis manifeſt, that he vvas obliged by the 
oath at his Coronation, expretſhe and par- 
ticularlie, rodefend the Pope, the Cathos 
lick Church,and the religion thereof. This 
is a matterof fat , and cannot be contra- 
difted, as yovvr ovvn Goldaſtus knoyveth 
and acknovvledgeth., 

Neither vvas yt a nevy oath : for the 
lame in effet vvas taken, by Carolns 4. 
Utho 3, Ortho 1. and ( avolus Magnnr, which 
is a przicription, for tyme good enough, 
and for reaſon vndiſputable, And thelike 
profeſſion, yovy shall fynd to be mayd, by 
the ancient reuercend Emperors, Inſtimian, 
Theodoſius, Gratian, and others bothe in 
the Code, and Nozel conflumtions. 

$o then hovy could the Emperor either 
mantain or ſuffer anie other religion ( as 
wuthenrical ) then that vvhich he fovvnd 
tltabliched in ths ms allovved I 
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all his predeceſſors, vvarranted by ſo ma- 


nie councels , — lo manie genera« 
tions , ratifhed by tNEdiers , and confirmed 
by his oven oath. 

Yer bycaule D. Bilſon averreth, that ic 
was c6lonant to the opinion uf the lawyers 
of Germanie: examin whether, the Duke 
ot Saxonic and the Landigraue when they 
wear taken priſoners , vied aniec ſuch argu- 
ment, tor ther excuſe, No Syr, ablolutche 
they ſubmitted them lelfs, and craued his 

ardon at whole pleature they wear , to 
ſtand or tall : ro dic or live. T here ill caſe, 
could not maik a good cawſe ill: butcher ill 
cawie, mayd ther caſe il] and ſtand in nead 
of commileration. 

And what a ridiculous reaſon had it bean 
for them , to haue pleaded: thatit was law - 
full for ſubiets by the {word to dctend 
ther religion. 

For yt it wear lawfull for the eleQor of 
Saxonie to taik armes for defenc of Luthe- 
raniſme,bycauſc hewas perſuaded,ther was 
no other veritie, no other religion intalli- 
ble, but Luthers:why might not the Coune 
Palatine ( with the ſame pretext ) taikear- 
mes for Caluiniſme ; and a Halberſtat for 
Epicuriſme, and a Muncer for Anabapit- 
me? And (o by an Anarchie , vnder coolot

By this courſe yow may iudg how vnwil- 
ling Czſar was, to diſturb the peace ofthe 
empyre, or to enter into an offenhue warr, 
ſeaking to winn the {o oft, and lo graciou- 
ſlie. So as it was the more inexculable, 
for men that pretended onelic to defend 
them (elts: to reiet peace, vvhen it vyas 
offred: and then to offend by taking armes, 
before they weare offended, 

It Ishould relate the mallice and con- 
tempt they showed of hym ; yow might 
conceaue , that they could never haue ho- 
ped, to haue fownd a ſpark of mercicin 
his hart, cowards them. 

For in all ther publick actsand letters, 
they vouchſated to gene hym no other ti- 
tle, then Charles of Gandc, vlurping the 
name of the Emperor ; wherby they re- 
nounced all obedienc to hym, and depoſed 
hym , as facr aslayein ther power ( which 
was an indigmtie,which a wile prince could 
bardlic "1th 6k with patienc,) 

[| may not target, .how the Land(graue 
in great brauecie, both by letters and mel- 
lagers , aſſured the citties and Princes of 
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he confzderation ( perhaps therby , to 
procure alarger contribution : ) and enga« 
ged his promile, that with in thre months 

they would force Chacles to flie owt of | 

Germanie, and abandon the empyre. 
How then ded theſe things coheare? 
That this holic league was mayd onelie ſe 
defendendo, and to reſiſt, for ther lavv full 
roteion: and yet to ſtrike the firſt blow, 
inuade the Emperor , offend firſt, and pro- 
mile to expell hym owt of Germanie ; be- 
fore he ebucd anie toke of hoſtilie againſt 
them, oc they had iuſt and evident - awle, 
to match into the feald. And long betore 
that, they ſollicited the Kings of France, 
England, and Denmark, the Hans townes, 
and Svviſles, to ioyn vvith them in league 
apainſt hym : ( vvhome they dishonored, 
and prouoked , vvith moſt infamous li- 
bells, and vnyvorthie aſperfions,) - France 
(tho an enemie) noblie Jenied them. Den- 
matk lingred , expeQing the ſucces: king 
Hacne vvas not torvvard, tho Cramyvel 
diligentlie follicired ther cavvſe, and pro- 
miſled them 100.thowland crownes for ther 
ayd, And at that tyme D. Thiclebie Buſ- 
hop of weſtminſter , and Syr Philip Hob- 
bie , wear the kings Embaſladors with the 
Emperor ; and wear witnelles and {peta- 

rors of the whole T ragedie, 
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Laſtlie to di{prooue theſe there procea- 
dings by lawe : Remember firit the decree 
at Wermes : read the edit ot Maximilian 
the.

1. Onelic I vvill lay to his charg-, firſt 
that he counſelled the Princes to taik ar- 
mes, and refiſt Czlar ((cing the extremitie, 
and that religion could not be otherwile 
detended.) The which Sleydan hym felt 
conteſleth to be trew , and ther tor neads 
no other proole, 

2, Secondlie, his endeauor, perſwaſion, 
and c6(piracie, to {uppreſle the Ecclefiaſti- 
callEleQors, ſubuerrt ther eſtate, and ſo con» 
ſequentlie, to overthrovy the Awrea Bulla 
(which is a fundamentall lawe in the em- 
pyre:) vvas direclie either an ation of 
treaſon,or in the higheſt degree of (edition, 
For ſeing the thre Ecclefialticall Electors 
(the thre Chancelors of the Empyre ) ar 
immediatclic ſubic& to the Emperor, in 
relpeRX of ther regalities , ſo as ther is no 
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appeal from them to the Pope, but tothe 
Emperor , and Spyres : Luther contrivin 
to ruine them, purpoſed to _ the fay- 
reſt lowre owt ofthe imperial crowne, Be. 
ſides he could not ſuppreſle them , but he 
muſt likewiſe overthrow with them , all 
the grownds of ther title and clayme ; and 
ſo should he alſo for companie , abrogate 
all the authoritie of the temporall EleQors, 
{who haueno other charter to plead, then\. 
theEcclehiaſticals haue:)and ſo should mai- 
ſter W hitakers, then haue ſean that (which 
he would not beleaue that Luther had rent 
in peaces, all the vyhole ſtate , layves, and 
maieſtic of the empyre,

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Caluiniſm doth prepare and diſpoſe the 
harts of chat —_— to more obedienc, hu- 
mikitie , and patienc , then Lutheranilme 
ded. The firſt author and townder of this 
ſect was vid. Swinglius; (whole Followers - 
Luther Called Sacramentaries, the trench 
named them Huguenot: ) but now they 
haue ther title and denomination from 
Caluin , ( who as a Tranſcendent , haich 
overshadowed and obicured the glorie and 
name of Swinglius; andis folic reucrenced, 
asthe OY of Geneua, and the Archi- 
tet, that framed all ther ſtate and diſcipli- 
ne : and ordered all the motions of that 
Sphere, with much art and pollicie, For 
as Luther was harsh, Rearne , and violent, 
neither viing modeſtic nor good manners: 
ſs Caluin was more cautclous, of a more 
ſubul ſpirit , and appeared at firlt ro the 
world, in humilivcie, and coucred wich the 
foxes skin, Luther vvas the original 
cawſe; bur. Calvin glarieth that he gone 
the perfetion of all. So both of them 
weare glorious , both bredin the ichool of 
law and contention : both ſpecial trends ro 
pleaſure andthe flesh, and neicher of them 
commended much tor pierie or deuotion. 
For the deſcription of the lyfe and con- 
verſation of Caluin ; of his nature , behau+ 
tour ; delicacie of diet, and phylical epicu- 
E . rilmes 
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riſme: I referr yow to one, that fatlong by 
hym to draw his picture , is coloribus, 
Dottor Hierome Bol(ck, (one that was vied to 
feale his pulſe , and know his humors.)) A 
man attend , nor corrupted to doe that 
(as ſore withowt producing anie proofe 
haue afarmed, and ſo withowr credit may 
as well be reieted.) Speciallie conſide- 
ring , that Frances Baldwin concurreth 
with hym , both in the portraiture and 
coolors:who was a famous lawyer,one that 
lined with Caluin, and knew what blood 
was noorished incuerie yayne of his bodie, 
The like was doone by Florimond de Re- 
mond, a gent|man of qualitie; Claudius de 
Saints, and dwers others who haue lefr vs 
the livelice image of Caluin,. and of fine 
maiſter Theodore Beza , who ſucceaded 
hym in his chayre and iuriſdiction, like a 
vertuous many: a paſtor vſurping an other 
mans parish, and the husband ofan other 
mans wyte : ever further in loue then cha- 
ritic,and of better diſpoſition to show witr, 
then pietie, >

and lives: \o will I leaue to the-more learned

( he forgets he was born at Noyon, and 
thinks hym ſelt fate at Geneua ) to prevent 
that yow might not obicR, that Princes ha- 
ue alwaies graue and wile counſellors toad- 
vile and in{pyre them,and yf they be weak 
them lelts, to ſupplie ther defects. He gi- 
ueth this refolucion, cap.

dings vpon Daniel, not in priuat diſcour- 
ſes: and as matters of diſcipline and dodtri- 
ne to be generallie beleaved: and ſo ma- 
King a courſe againſt Nabugad nezzar, he 
runs the wild gooſt chace againſt all ings, 
and that rather owt of (plei,then owt of his 
text. Forto what end and pupoſcrend the- 
ſe {peaches ſo (candalous , and derogatoire 
to princes 2? certanlie, to diſgrace eine 
and ſooucraines , both for Sllic and im- 
pierie. 

And bycanſe yow $hall ſee how well 
Caluin arid Luther doe (ymboliſe in this 
poynt , that they (peak one language, and 

oth weare like caolors,, and the ſame fas- 
hon. I will deliver vnto yow how Luthers 
opinion of thes poynts, agreeth with Cal- 
wins.

diſcern it; nor treedome to denie it, ( being 
inthe hids of the protetor and Northum- 
berland :) nor lawes to decreeit,, (till by 
his vncls aothoritie and greatnes,new lawes 
wear enacted forir;) Yt yow approouenot 
this: why doe yow diſproouethe ſamein k.

dard of France, and the Labarum and crofl 
of ( onfantme, 

Touching the Owtrages, and aſlaſſina- 
tes committed by theſe Folic fathcrs, and 
ther diſciples (whoar layd , to be fo inno- 
cent, tor blood and murder. ) Poltretshall 
haue the firſt place in the Callender, ( for 
killing the Duke of Guiſe the kings Lieu- 
tenantGenerall, in (o hortible manner. ) 
who confeſled betore the QueneM oother, 
that BeXa had Catechiſed, and encooraged 
hym, to that heroic all aCtion, 

2. Rememberalſo how the proteſtants,

Nants. art.77.that king Henry the fourht, 
diſcharged the proteitants , from hol- 
ding ame aſſemblies, generall or prouin- 
cial : and likewiſe from all vmons and lea- 
gues: and from houlding anie councells, 
or by them decreing and eſtablishing anie 
afts. Allo art. $2, he ordered, that they 
should forbeare, from all practiſes and in- 
telligenc, with in or withowt the realme. 
And art. 32, that they should not hold 
anie Synods, prouinciall, withowrt a licenc 
obtayned by the king. All vyhich they 
promiſed the king to obſerue:and let Fran- 
ce udg , whether they hane broken ther 
promiſe or no. 

2, Beſides they intrude ypon the ſtate, 
and both taik and fortifie places of aſſu- 
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rance , Yvithovvt the Kings warrant, and 
againſt the order ſetdown, Auguſt r612, 
whearas itis cuident, it depends vpon the 
kings fayor and yonnnl to grant and a(- 
ſign the places of ſuretie, andnot forthem 
ſelfs, to chooſe and vſurp them. 

3. Add to that , ther preſumption and 
diſobedienc , to introduce the reformed 
churches, of Bearn, and adioyn them to 
France, by an a& of vnion both fpirituall 
and temporal, in the aſlemblic at Rochel 
1617. and they mayd an apologie therof, 
promiſing to aſſiſt Bearn, in caſe cf opprel- 
fion. and bownd them felfs by oath, 1. to 
obſerue and execut all that should be de- 
termined in that aflemblie : 2. and to em- 
ploye, there liueggand goods in maintenanc 
thereot: 3, and nottoreucal the propoli« 
tions , aduiſes , and refolution of the aflil- 
rants to anie perſon what focver, ( not ex- 
erpting the king.) Andall this was doon 
contermptuovfle, knowing that the king 
had 'ent to a'lthe prouinces, and ded ex- 
presſlie for bed that wnriew: and knowing 
that the king had (et dowm order in his 
counceitothe contrarie. Beſides how ded 
thev vie R-enard, whon the King lent com. 
milſioner tor the church goods in Bearn? 
vyhart diſorder they committed at Pau,

by ther handwriting , bynd them lelfs to

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eontents; entered into a perpetual league, 
compriſed in 20. attacles tor ther mutual 
lupport and fuccor, 

Fiſt they of Holland, Zelland, Frize, 
and Gelders, ded 1oyn, Contra omnem v9, 
gut [ub pretext nonmmis Reey , Kt religions 
m/e nr, 

Afcer that, the contriuer and ringleadec 
ol al, the 'Prmce of Orenge , and they of 
Anvvarp and Gan4, cam with hym into the 
le- gue, and ſubfcribed ut, che 14. Febcuarij 
1579. the which was atter ward again con- 
firmed at Haghe, 20. lulij 15$:, and che 
ſcope of all this was, to abandon and expell 
ther leage lord, :he King of Spayne; and to 
depole -_ trom his own dominion and 
inheritanc, 

Therfor vpon that, they eſtablished an 
edict,que le Koy A Eſpargne off deſchew,de la Sei- 
gnewrie du Pay;- Bas, And to maik it more 
authenticall, they deviſed a forme of Abiu- 
ration , from the king , and a parciculer re- 
vocation and diſpeniation of tier former 
promile and SF of obedience, m thele 
words. I. W. N. Suvurarancoy, and bynd 
my ſelf, to the pronumees waned , to be loyal and 
faithful ro thems . and to ayd them agam/it the 
King of Spayne, comm: vn bon Vaal in Pays. 

And when they had taken that oath,they 
broke all the kings ſcales; pulled down his 

L 4 atrmes; 
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armes; ſeazed and entred vpon his lands; 
rents , cuſtomes, and all other hzrcidita- 
ment3, and took the ſame wto ther own 
hands. And as abſolute lords, they coyned 
moonic in ther own names, placed and di- 
placed othcers of the (tate, banished all the 
kings counlellocs, published edits, poſlel- 
ſed the church lungs , ſuppreiled Catho- 
lick religion , beleaged Amſterdam , and 
viedall the marks and notcs ot loouezani- 
tie, inther own names. 

Whearupon Raald;za counſellor for Fri- 
zcland, hearing this new oathe, which was 
—_— rendered to all men: vpon the 

orror and preaf thereof, he dye. loodai- 
nelie, ( as a Apoplenie,) 

Thereaſons, they gaue, why the King ot 
Spayne, had forfeited his title and right, 
wear theſe; For 1. ſuppreſſing ther religion, 
2, for opprejing them wunth tyranne, 3. for av- 
rogating ther pruviledges, and for holdmg them m 
bondage and (erunude : for luch a magiſtrate, 
they ar not bownd to obey, they (aid, but 
teciethymasa Tyrant, 

An example and prefident of daingerous 
conlequenc, and which deaplie concerneth 
all princes to look wel ts. For yt (ubieds 
may depole ther prince : and maik them 
ſelfs iudges, when C Shall focfeit his crown 


anddignitic ( which precogatiue the Ro- 
J chellors, 
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chellors, may challenge as lawfullic , as the 
Hollanders: ) qu: at, videat ne cadat , Kings 
had nead to maik ther (eat lure , and fit falt, 
tor theſe men maik it, but a flipperie bold, 
Andin dead ambinon and treaton , can ne- 
uer tynd a fitter cloake for ther wearing, 
then that which is mayd of the Holland 
fashion, by religion, 


Now , that yow may the better indg of The gene 


the particuler quarrel of. the Hollanders: 
I will tet down the trew grownds tor the de- 
tenc of the general , and why they took ar- 
mes at bilt, The original and principal 
cawle, of this long and crevvel vvarr, vyas 
the (pring of thenew (eds, inthe low con- 
tries : and vnder the shadow of religion, all 
the factions in the ſtate and all dilcontente- 
ments wear masked , fngulare commoduns, 
and prinatum odmm, And as the peoples 
natural inclination to noueltie, ded ſet it 
much forward ; ſother wanted not a con- 
currenc of torreiners, who lerued (as bel- 
lowes to blow the coles, both owt of Fran- 
ceand England, ) 

Charles the fifth, owt of his wiſe proui- 
denc, remembring what a peace of work 
Luther had cat owt for hym in Germanie; 
and with what dainger, charge and difhcul- 
tie he overcameit: Intended for the quiet- 
nes of this contric , and for his own _ 

an 
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and intereſt, to preucntthe propagation of 
the Marctiniits , and other nevv (caries, 
latclie (prong vp inthele contries. And he 
could deuile no betrer remedie , then to 
eſtablish che Inquiſition there. ( which he 
dedanno 1550. ) . Wheareovt Manic Quene 
ot Hongrie then regent, to her great ho- 
nor, procured both a mitigation, and an 
explanation, Burt he religning all the go- 
uernement to his lonne : reeyred hym elf 
from the world, (whearin he had bean long 
tyred, ) and in a molt memorable manner, 
conlecrated the laſt at ot tus lyte to God 
and degotion, 

Atrerward King Philip likewiſe fading, 
how largelie the brainches of Anabaptiſm, 
Libertines, the tamilie of L ouc,and others, 
ded (pread abroad, and grow vpwith Lu- 
theraniſme, in Flanders : and what dainger 
might enſevy vpon it, to the (tate, yt no 
good order wear taken to prevent a fur- 
ther encreale of miſcheate : he followed 
his fathers counſell, and at large renevved, 
the commiſhon, inſtruction, and articles 
forthe layd Inquitinon , anno 1555. vvhich 
yvas a thing molt feartull and dilconten- 
ting tothe inhabicancs of the Netherlands: 
vrho alledged that in regard thereof, all 
ſtrainge's vvould depart the contrie,and by 
ecnlequence all trathck yyould decaye, 

(vvhickh 
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(which is the goldmyne, and maintenanc 
of thele prouinces,) But in dead, they 
knew beſt ther own diſcale, and what sAlic- 
tion and (courge they should be ſubiect ro: 
being tor the molt part inclined to innova- 
tion. and this they apprehended , as the 
hilt cawie of ther commotions, 

2. Befides an other prudent and politique 
act, added mo:c tewel to the fyre, and an 
encrealc of di{contentment; which was the 
erection of the new bu+hopricks. 

3. Thirdhe the auchornic and power of 
the Buzhop of Arras , was much dildaincd; 
and his Cardinals hat mayd hym more 
odious , as a man too ſupereminent in & 
ſtate ſo popu'ar - and the greater hrs obliga- 
tion was to the Pope tar his honor,the mo- 
rc was the mallice of the nobiline ,and the 
hate of the peopl excrealed againit hym. 

4. Furthermore, the better toclokeand 
couer ther intentions, with the vayie of 
bonum jrwblicum , they vrged toemtoyether 
ancient h1bertics and ftreedome: and that no 
ſtrainger might beare oftce and ruleemon 
them, and that the Spatiyards might be dit- 
charged trom 31] relidenc in thele lands, 

5. Laſtlic and (peciallie , they delyred to- 
leration, and hibertic of conicienc, So as 
in effect, the names of religion, and the 
Commonwclih, wcas mayd the ſtandard 

' bcarers 
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bearers of all theſe commotions. Novv 
concerning, theſe greauances: the firſt 15 2 
name of more terror, then in dead it 1s, 
N ot (o teartuilto good men, but a rack to 
offendors; deuiled vpon neceſlitie againlt 
the Moors in Spayne: and continued, vpon 
experienc, of the vſc and benefit of it ; and 
tho 1 can 'commend no fign of crevvel- 
tic , yet can I not condemy this : by- 
caus, it addeth nothing to the punishment 
of hereſie, (more then the law before in- 
flicted : ) but exacted onelie, a more {tri 
and (eutar execution , and courte of exarmi- 
nation, by the inquiſitors : it shovveth a 
more care of the gouernor; when he tyn- 
deth abuſes and dainger in an oJendoxr. 
Andalſo, bycauſeit was the (ole Antidot, 
whearby onelie Spayne, is and haith bean, 
ſo weland (o long preſerued , from the in- 
feftion of (ets, and the contagion and 
tumults, which innouation vluallic ingen- 
dreth ( whearwith all the kingdomes in 
Europe , haue bean embroyled.) And the 
Spanyards them ſelts, neuer complayned 
of it; nor fel it ever as a yoke or burden 
vpon them (who ar not verrie apt, to beare 
burdens.) Neitheris it, in /e , a more blo0- 
die lavy, or a more fearfull execution of 
juſtice, then the conſfiſtorie of Gene- 


ua, and the (cucar commiſſions and procea- 
ding 
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ding of ſome other contries, (as$hall hear 
after appeare, bythe compariſon. ) Beſi- 
des , as it vyasa courſe, zealouſlic at firſt 
propounded : the execution was likewileas 
wilelic atterward ſuſpended, Soas the ica- 
louſte and fear of an a&, more then the 
action, drew all this blood. 

And forthe ſecond, it wasa politick and 
prudent invention. a ſuaffle, to bridl ſefta- 
:1es; and a licle , to cut down the vveads 
growing vp in thechurch. For fecting in 
each prouinc, graue andlearned men, to 
ſtand as watchmen and (entifiells, to fore- 
lee, ne quid mcommoed: reſpublica & Eccleſia 
patianiny: they might better, and more pro- 
videntlic , with ther authoritie either pre= 
vent, or cut of the heads of that Hydra; 
vvhich ded then (pring vp with much ter- 
ror, Neither was the matter and motion 
new, tor Philip the wiſe Duke of Burgon- 
die, had long betore de(yred, but could 
neuer efte&it: knovving it to be a thing 
neadtull, bycauſeat thattyme, almolt all 
the 17. lands (except Arras' wear vnder the 
digcele of Bushops , who weat ſtraingers, 
and the ſubizs of forrein princes, (which 
was a thing not conuenient for the ſtate.) 

And yvvhat good this chaing haith 
wrought, experienc perfecthe and daylic 
Showeth, tor now cucrie diocele is more 
CarC- 
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carefullie viſited : andthe Buthops, being 
of the ſame nation and language: as they 
haue a more naturall compathon : fo like- 
vviſe haue they more knovvledg and care 
to inſtruct ther contriemen , and ro vvead 
owt the dilorders and abules grovving vp 
emong them; then ane (trainger , wou'd 
or could hauc. And that vvas the cavvie, 
why it vvas allowed and catificd by the bull 
of Pivs IV, annorgc9. 

N ovv touching Monſieur d'Arras: al- 
beyr his vvitedome and exp<rienc 1n attay- 
res both of chE&chacch, and the itace, vvas 
\nficientlie knowen to the king : yer by- 
caule the Prince of Orensg, and the Counts 
of Horn, and Eemont, ded 1ornehice write 
to the king 20untithym : his Matcthe { tho 
to the grea! hinderance of his ſervice, ) was 
content to remooue hym , for ther fatit* 
fation and contontment :- and vvhen he 
vvas called avvaye, necher vv1s the con- 
trie quieter, nor they cealed trom practi-

Was it, for the offices of tate; the king 
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diſtributed all the gouernements emong 
them felts, (natives of that contrie: )) ſo 
great truſt and conhdence, he repoled in 
them, He mayd the Count Egmond Go» 
uernor of Flanders and Artois : the Prince 
of Oreng, Gouecnor of Holland, Zelland, 
Vereght , and Burgondie : to the Count 
Arenbergh, be gaue the gouernement of 
weltfrizeland, arid overllel: tro Count Bar- 
laymont, Namur: co Count Mansfteld, 
Luxemburg, and Chinay : tothe Marques 
of Berghen Lile and Douay. So as theno- 
bilie, could not 1ulthe taik oftenc, nor 
haue expected more honor and command, 
then was tauorablie, given them, And for

:, Befides Flarrins Muivicu home they 
ſent for from Germanie ) and other mint- 
ſters diſperſed in all corners , de1 incenſe 
the people much, Burt after the quick(iluec 
of Calwniſme was bronght in,the tyre ever 
afcer was vnquenchable. 

Then ded the flame burſt ovvr. The 
people,as in ſpight of all lawes, begonn to 
mntine, broke down the kings arms , and 
grevy lo vvild, as ina rage, they pulled 
down imapes, ſacked the churches, ipoy- 
led the monaſteries , and contemned al: 
magiſtrates , that ſoughr to appeale the 
trovvbles. So as the Duches of Parma, 
feacing ther furie, and diſtruſting ther vio-

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4. And yer had she dailie moreand grea- 
tex cayvie of diſhke, and diſtruſt : by the 
private conuenticles, preachings, and into- 
lencte of the people \ openiie now Luthe- 
ramling : ) and ſpecialhe by the manie le- 
cret meatings and a(lemblies ot the nobili- 
tie, vvhearot she complayned much.) For 
She ded vvell conſider, that as the people 
could vvork no noble effects vvithovvrt a 
head : (o the noblcs vvanted forces and 
povvre to compall ther defleins , vvithovve 
the alhiſtanc ot the people ( vvho by ther 
inducements, appeared novv in ther ovvn 
likenes,and attempted that altecation,they 
moſt detyred, ) 

Heareot the Prince vvas the cheafe ca- 
pren, tho he playdleaſt in fight, and vyould 
never Shovy ovvt-vvardlic to tauor anie 
chainge of religion : tor all that he ded 
practile, he pretended todoe for the come 
monvyvelth, and the general good. 

He vvas afliſted by the Marques of Bar- 
ghen , Montignie, and Florenc Montmo- 
rancie Count Horn, vvho vvasnovy grown 
apertect malcontent, not ſo much for reli- 
gion:as for his ovvn perticular reſpetts and 
eccalions; his debt; the reiefting of his tuir 
torthe gouernment of Zutphen;andaboue 
all, che execution of his brother Montigny 
a Spayn,) 

M By 
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By meanes of chele noble and populer 
pecions , divers allemblics wear procured 
(as thenucces, that foſtered the con{pira- 
cies,) Firſt at Breda, whether emong others 
Egmoad was inuited, ( who had the grea- 
teit power and (waye with all milicaric men 
in that contrie : ) and shorthe atcer, as the 
fruit and etted& of that Allemble, Brede- 
rode delineced his petition to the Duches 
for the religions V ried, Afterward they had 
meatings, at $, Trudon, at Hoochitrat and 
at Otterweal, whearby that noble Count 
Egmond was vadoon. For at his arrain- 
ment , he was charged with this article; 
that he vvas priuvie to the con:zxderation 
and agreement , at theſe aſſemblies. And 
turthermoce, that tatallie, vpon the lame 

daye, thatthe penition vvas dcituered by 
Bcederod to the Duches,) he, Oreng, and 
Horn, cam to the great banquet, at the 
Count Culenberghs hovvſe in Buuſlels, 
(whear 300. of the contfzderates wear.) and 
that they dined all together with them : at 
which eyme, the name of the Geuſes was 
ficſt giucn, and mayd knovven, and that 
atcerward he (ent his (lecrerarie Backerſcle,

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paſſage: and that he ded nerther diſlike, nor

And of the ſame articles vvas Count 
Horn endited, adding this further, as a par- 
ticuler charg, to hym , that he threatned to 
leuie 50. thowland Men, by violenc torel- 
kew his brother, and reduce hym home. 

And vpon the proot ot theſe accuſa- 
tions, they weare both condemned : as by

Yow may ice, it vvas high tyme, to en- 
counter Oicng, vvho had almoſt vnder- 
mined the gouernment : as ke had dilcoo- 
raged the gouernor, 

And touching the companies conducted 
hither ovvc of Spayn {( againſt vvhich the 
Prince had taught che contre to cepyne: ) 
was it lawtull for the Prince to bring in the 
Keiſtres , and tor his brother Count Lodo- 
vvick, to bring in the trenchmen to invade 
Heynault: and vvas 1t nottollerable for the 
King , to {end his armie, to defend his ovvn 
inheritance ? vvas it lavvtull co furprile 
Mounts by force, and vvas it not more 
lavvfull co expelthem by force 2 and leing 
it could not be doon vvithovvt force, ſure- 
lie yt the Duke ot Alua had not bcan lo 
neare, to encounter and bear dovvecn ther 
mallice,the king by all probabiline had loſt 
his footing inthe Netherlands. 

Andletno man dreame, that yt the Du- 
ke had not comed at all, the fyre had bean 
more eaſilie quenched , and the people lefl 
prouoked to turie.

molt honorable perſons tor that purpole, 
the two Princes eleftors, the Bushop of 
Wirtzburgh ; the Count Swartzenburgh, 
and Doctor Lawenman, the king of Spay- 
ne was as forward , and (ent thither , the 
Dake de Terra news. and the Duke of Acl- 
chot ever readieto aduanc peace, and the 
common welth) with diuers others , vvcar 
commiTioners trom the ſtates , wi. h com- 
miſſion ſigned by the Archduke Matthias, 
Soas the perſons, on all lydes , vvear like 
to deale vvith integritie and iudgment. 

N oteallo , vpon what motiues , was the 
Emperor content to employe theſe comil- 
lioners. The ſtates by ther letters to the em- 
peror dated 8. lun, 1578, ded promiſe, and 


- aſſure hym,thatthey wear,ar, and (o would 


continevy conſtant, vt m Belgio colatuy religu 
Catholica, & regi ſua conſtet amtheritas, And 
betore that, at vvorms in the general dict 
holden 1577. the agents of the ſtates ſub- 
mitted and referred ther cavvſe to the Em-

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And therfor, both parts, being ſo confor- 
mable , and concurring #n coders terrio, a 
general peace might vvel beexpedted vvith 
good probabilitte. 

N ovv oblerve hovy this vvas perfor- 
med. according to agreement, the Empe- 
rors commiſſioners cam to Coolen in the 
beginning of April. but Daum prrturbat onm- 
ni. the (tates ſent not thers till the 4. Maij, 
and then vvith a commilſion inſufecient, 
and reſtrained the tyme ot ther treatie ro 
lix vveaks , and no longer. So it leamed, 
the ſtates could not agree a long tyme of 
therinſtruions, to ther agents. and ther 
forthe Imperials took itas an error, that 
vvhen they them felfs could not in manie 
months agree of that ; they vvould not- 
vith ſtanding limit ther deputies to fo 
Short atyme, tor the handling of a butie- 
nes fo vverightie and intricate, as this vvas: 
and vvhcarim fo manic ſeueral men, had 
{eneral ends. Belides in the articles, which 
the deputies exhibired , they propounded 
extrema , non media , contrarie to promile, 
furthermore, by the articles and media of 
peace, propoted by the Duke de Terra newa, 
all leueritie was lenified and mitigated, for 
the caſe ot religion. as the Emperors com- 
miſſioners ded teſtihe by theſe words. 7 
nvems nil; conqueri poſſtt , regems pretexts rels« 
gion, 
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gromes , vel ſeuire m corpora ſubditorum, vel bona 
corum confiſcare ul conſoirntys im mferre. Yo 
as the Imperiais finding the dallizng and de- 
layes of the (tates,ſuch,as in 16.weaks,they 
could get no anſwer : and that by ther let- 
ters they renewed all old greats and quar- 
rels:they brokevp the treatie,and departed, 
Hearupon Boiduc, and Valencen recea- 
ued and intertained thearticles. Ouerllel, 
and Turney, refuled them not. Artois and 
Heynavlt guided with the bonus gens of 
the Church ; and Em. Lalain , that valiant 
and religious Marques ot Renty , together 
vvith Monſicurs de Capre, Heze, Barze 
and the reſt : condemning the :ourle of 
the Prince of Oreng, oftred ther obedienc 
tothe king, and mayd peace with the Du- 
keof Parma. Inthis mierim * what ded they 
of Holland ? they wear now further of, the 
cafe was altered, They published diicour- 
ſes againlt the treatic ; they ſtudied how to 
detend ther viurpation , and how to perteQ 
the Frame of ther vnion; and how to in- 
creaſe dilcord and dimfion emong the ref? 
(v vhcar there miniſters and agents, tayicd 
not to lerue ther tvrn. | But they vvcare 
principallic bulied , «bovvt a nevy proiect 
For by the mediation of the Prince ol 
Oreng, andthe counſel and afliftanc of En- 
gland, and for ther better abilitic and more 
ftcenth, 
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ftrenth, they capitulated vvith Monſiear 
the Duke of Allengon 157$. whome they

for ſatisfizng the loldiers ( vvho allvvaies 
grow wild withowt paye :) and {o toavoyd 
a greater milcheate, he was driuen to incurr 
an inconuemenc. 

Some of the counſell in Fngland, in 
the Quenes name, leazed in Hampshyre 
600000. Duckets, (lent from Spayneto 
payethe Armie, vvithovyr anie chatrg at all 
to the contrie: ) tho $he had giuc aa paſle- 
port, for the fafecondudtt ot it, as is repor- 
ted, Vpon what pretences, or how iuſthe, 
I wil notergue, (having beane before de- 
bated at !arg, in a treatie.) Buttheſe politi- 
que men who conlelled her, to extend her 
authoritie, tor taying the moonie : as they 
well knew ic was none of hers: ſo weat they 
allo ſure, it would drine the Duke of Alus 
into fuch trayts, that he would be compel- 
led tro commit erroc, and increale the ha- 
tred of his gouernment , and arme the 
peopls turie to fedition, ( which was the 
thing they molt aymed at.) Beſides the 
king of Spayn hauing ſent the Duke de 
Medina, (a man of a milder natuce) to ſue» 
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cead Alua, (who parthe by misfortun, part « 
lie by his (tcarnnes, parchc by lome errors, 
and by torren princes disf«uor, was growen 
odious) he brought with hym , 200000, 
Duckers: which ine Zelldiers,intercepted 
yponche (eas; and as his ſtewards, rook it 
as pure Almes1ato ther charge, to difburle 
it wthowr acconmpt. So hauing loſt his 
moonie, and ships:loſta!tfo bis hart to Raye 
near them; and cherfor returned back ta 
Spayne, tullic reſolued, neucrto hauctur- 
ther dealing, with ſuch sharking Cormo- 
morants ot that N eit agd crew. And (is 
was Alua tucther both plunged, and per- 
plexcd, But hearby ir appearerh, that it was 
neither the kings pleature nor purpoſe, 
(vvho furnished hym (o .argelicand libe- 
rallie as vvas intended; but the neceſſitie of 
his preſent vvants, vvhich compelled \lua 
to that demand, ani exaftion. And fo it 
vvas rather an occation of ſcandal and of- 
fenc refleed vpon the king,then deferued 
byeither: and a quarrel raiher mayd, and 
concriued, then giuen, ;

now the tyrant and the exactor? tho the 
peop! haue chnataged cher Lord , they ar 
notealed of ther oppretſion: and wheare 
betore they complayned they had one,now 
ar they lubie to the commend of mane 
tyrants, who fleace them nay vns)in them, 
Alua bert chem, with whips; but the ſtates, 
with ſcorpions, Ex1min ther exciles, and 
impolitions, how they ar increaled , ypon 
meat, drink, tewel, men, (ervants, wages: 
beltJes lones and beneuolences. Hency 
Cnickius chargeth them ; to exact the 
tourth part of ther cevennues, that ay Hol - 
landers and live owt of the contrie : Si m 
promncys noitris, venia eorum d-yunt: ſemnſem 
mwoent ſoluere: i ſerus bonts exnant , 

And to anſwer that inuectiue , againſt 
the Duke of Alua his Creweltie /which was 
lo much obiected at Coolen , and fince 
haith bean agpgrauated by D. Baudius , in 
his ocations: ) call to mynd what occaſions 
wear given hym: by the oppoſition ot the 
Naſlouians: by the warr as Mounts: by 
the practiſe to empeach his entranc to Bra 
bant : and by contriuing his death. Ye: 
thele wear venial fianes. But, when he 
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fownd the nobihtie , to tarr ingaged in the 
conſpicacic with the Geute $ that the kings 
authorine was deſpited, the religion eltz- 
blished was prophaned and derided ; that 
thecowns in Holland, and Zelland reuol- 
ted; Harlem, Alcmar, and thereſt exciu-

Allo ther was not rela imtentie, for it was 
to noorish difcord, they prerended cucr e- 
ligion, and the peoples lafetie; bur the 
Prince peciwaded them to armes and be 
vnion, 
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vnion, not for the love of them , but for 
his own preſeruation. Ambition and dif. 
payre wear his motives and counſellors : 
and ceucng, and diſpolleſling the king wear 
his ends. And he was the more diſloyall, 
ſeing he being a perſon of honor betrayed 
thecrult of lo greata charg repoled in hym, 
And touching that ſme qu4; it was a Wart 
(onther parts ) mayd againſt the king, and 
not by his authorine : and not onehie his 
ſword was shaken againſt the King, but his 
pennand Apologie, (which was a great er- 
ror bycaule they wear not #quallie mat- 
ched, and of one degree.)

Beſides, Claudius le Brun , in his book 
of proces ciuil and criminal : addeth this, 
VT koſocmer ſwrpriſcth, rowmes Cafiles,and forts, 
wt4.howut ordey of hu ſoontram (as the Prin- 
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and Vorſt, and Barland ded Flushiag.) 
VI hearby the peace of the contvie u broken : or 
vobe attemrteth agamſt the Iyfe of the ſoeue- 
rats linetennant, «4 treaſon, And theſe, all 
Europe duc hold, as rudgments, decrees 
otreaton, and principles of ſtate which ar 
not to be called in queſtion. and yt the 
ſtates in Holland doe not oblerue, hold, 
and pratile che ſame: they can never ex- 
pect, either peace, order, or obedienc in 
ther contrie, 

So 4x it is manifeſt, that the Hollanders, 
inthe beginning ar to be charged with ſe- 
don, and in the progrefl with rebellion 
and erealon. And «ow being traytors by 
law . they have admicab:e ww. , and art te 
maik them lelfsallo Lords by lawe. and it 
wil: be a good cncooragement , to ther ſol. 
diers; yf men may winn dignines by offen- 
ces , tO Share the tovvnes of Holland 
emong them , or to induce them to a belluws 
ma icumn , or lociale : and cantonize that

cient cawleto condemn ther vmon. foryt 
ther quarrel had bean good; yer the effects 
yt ded work, wear bad. 

\ oreover, Pleilen confelleth in his let- 
ters to Anhalt, that which 1s moſt trew, 
theations of Holland, and Bohemia , ea 
dem ſundamentoni: to Holland is the pat- 
tern, Bohemia the imitation : (urts of one 
cut : letſons of one (choole. And leing 
that of Holland 1s luthcienthe diſpsooued, 
a.ireadte, I nead not vie anie nevv argu- 
ment to retell this, but referr yow to the 
precedent diſcourte. tor they took armes 
apainlt a king lawtullic eketed, folemnelie 
crowned, and by conlent of the ſtates elta- 
dlizhed in pollefſion , what cquld be more 
ocderiie ? and ſo shostlic after, to depole 
ym ; and vpon fo weak furmiles, to $how 
lo much leuitie : neads better atguments 
then yer I could eyer heare.

not ro attempranie thing againſt the iber-

Dudlie, Syr Henrie Gates, the Lord Ro- 
bert Dudhe, ( who (ſtood attained ) and ee 
the Duke ct Suffolk: whome all she knew, 
and had betore !ownd to be encmics of her 
religion, and no trends to her title, and yec 
She relcaled chem ail ovve of the tovvre, 
whear they vveare prifonners. ) 

Nowith fanding all this: the Prote- 
ſtants vvear never quier, nor [uffred ner to 
be quiet, ſome ded libell againſt the regi- 
ment of vva&men: ſome picked quarrels 
to her marnage : ſome pvblished diſcour- 
ſes and invechiues apairſt her rchgion - and 
lome conſpired her deprivation, to ad- 
vance her lucceſior ( by vvhoſe aduance- 
ment enerie Calmmniſt expedted a golden 
fleace, ) 

The grovend of a'l theſe feditions 
atons , vvas the religion they profeſſed 
(thennot tulhe fix yeares old) a religion of 
more lidertie, more pleaſing to the gallants 
of a court ; and voyd of thele auſtetitics 
and mortifications , which the ancient Ca- 
tholiques obſerued yvith reue: ence.
